RESOLUTION ON NATIONAL YOUTH POLICY 
INTRODUCTION 

No. F.3-1/88-YS.IV,—Youth, in nil ages, has been in the 
vanguard of progress and nodal change. Thirst for freedom, 
impatience for quicker pace of progress and a passion for 
innovation, coupled with idealism and creative fervour, saw 
the youth in the forefront of the freedom struggle in our own 
land. If our youth was Inspired by the call of the Father of 
the Nation in the first half of this century, the youth of 
today face ihe challenge of economic development and 
technological progress with social justice. 

2, The youth of India, representing a third of our popula¬ 
tion, constitute a viftal and vibrant human resource. They 
have a right as well as an obligation, to participate actively 
in national development and in shaping the DESTINY OF THE 
NATION which is, in point of fact, their own destiny. Their 
problems are many and varied and their aspirations naturally 
high, in a country with a great Past and greater promise for 
the future. The need, therefore, is to create increasing op¬ 
portunities for them to develop their personality and 'their 
functional capability and thus make them economically pro¬ 
ductive and socially useful. 

3. Such opportunities have to be cieated on a large scale, 
to cover a wide spectrum of areas of human endeavour; and 
they have to be made available to youth of all strata of 
society, particularly the disadvantaged. All national pro¬ 
gramme should he directed to enable the youth to become p 
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productive, self-confident find committed force for national 
development. These programmes must create adequate faci¬ 
lities for the all round development of Youth and assist in 
iheir striving for excellence in all fields. 

4. Tin's calls for an imeginl and intei disciplinary approach, 
involving both Government departments and organisations 
and sectors outside the Government such ns the family, 
educators, leaders, voluntary agencies utul youth organisa¬ 
tions. The Central and State Governments have to provide 
adequate mechanisms supportive of this process. 

5. It behoves the NATION, therefore, to assist youth in 
getting their due share in the country’s life and progress, 
while equipping them to meet their obligations adequately. It 
is not an easy task, but it is a necessary task. In which not 
only the Government but the whole nation, including indivi¬ 
duals, institutions and organisations, have to bo brought 
together In a spirit of creative enterprise, as envisaged in this 
NATIONAL YOUTH POLICY. 

OBJECTIVES 

6. The Policy shall be directed townrds the achievement of 
lihe following OBJECTIVES 

6.1 To instil in the youth a deep awareness of and respect 
for the principles and values enshrined in our Constitution and 
a willingness to further the rule of law, with an abiding com¬ 
mitment to national integration, non-violence, secularism and 
socialism; 

6.2 To promote among the ymilh the awareness of our 
historical and cultural heritage and imbue lihem with a sense 
of pride and national identity, together with a deep commit¬ 
ment towards their preservation, ns well ar. the enrichment of 
the environment and ecology; 

6.3 To help develop in the youth qualities of discipline, 
self-reliance, justice and fair-play, a burning concern for 
public weal, sporting spirit and above all, a scientific temper 
in their modes of thinking and action which, inter alia, will 
enable them to combat superstition, obscurantism and the 
numerous social ills that beset the Nation; 

6.4 To provide the youth with maximum access to educa¬ 
tion which, in addition to developing their alround personali¬ 
ty, imparts appropriate professional and vocational training, 
with a view to enabling them to avail of employment and 
self-employment opportunities towards the aim of BEKARI 
HATAO; and 

6.5 To make the youth aware of international issues and 
involvo them in promoting world peace, understanding and 
a just international economic order, 

PLAN OF ACTION 


7.5 Training programmes will be organised, aimed at i 
patting requisite skills to youth for self employment, !■ 
proving their employability and enhancing their productivi 
while making them appreciate the dignity of labour. 

7.6 Programmes will be undertaken to offer opportunil 
lo ilie youth for leadership training through personality de\ 
lopiuepi and diameter building, and fot motivating them - 
voluntary social and community service. 

7.7 Promotion of physical fitness through mass particq 
tion in yoga, indigenous games and modern sports will 
made an integral part of all youth programmes, togetl 
with adventure activities calculated to develop the spirit 
risk-laking, team work and endurance. 

7.8 Young parents will be particularly sensitized to the 
responsibilities and their own role as catalysts of sod 
ehange ; by being involved in movements against vario 
social ills, harmful practices and superstitions, and by ad or 
ing the small family norm and appropriate family welfa 
measures. 

7.9 True to our great tradition of viewing the world 
one family, programmes, enabling contacts and close lin 
between the youth of India and their counterparts all ov 
the world, will be expanded, to promote international unde 
standing and strengthen world peace, 

7.10 Outstanding work done by young persons and volu 
tary agencies in various fields will be recognised and i 
warded through a system of awards, scholarships and the lik 

IMPLEMENTATION 

8. The MINISTRY OF HUMAN RESOURCE DEV 
LOPMENT, Government of India, through the DEPAR 
MENT OF YOUTH AFFAIRS AND SPORTS, will be t 
NODAL AGENCY in the Government of India for the ii 
plementatlon of the NATIONAL YOUTH POLICY ai 
providing such guidance and assistance as may be require 

9. Systematic and scientific monitoring and evaluation 
ihe implementation of the Policy will be done, to provff 
insights into the needs, and aspirations of the youth at dlff 
rent levels and to assess the impact of the programmes a 
the expenditure thereon in relation to stated objectiv 
Monitoring and evaluation would be built into the syste 
on an on-going basis and necessary mid-term correctloi 
applied. 

10. Maximum participation by non-governmental instit 
tions. public and private, will be encouraged, and in fa 
sought, in the mobilisation of youth in specific areas 
national development. Programmes of youth organisatio 
will be encouraged through financial and organisation 
support. 

COORDINATION 


7. The following shall represent the PLAN OF ACTION 
for the implementation of the NATIONAL YOUTH 
POLICY :— 


7.1 Programmes aimed at inculcating knowledge of and 
respect for the CONSTITUTION OF INDIA, together with a 
sense of national integrity, cultural unity, democratic values 
and faith in socialism and secularism will form the core of 
all youth activities. 


7.2 Programmes seeking to create a thorough awareness 
of our history, freedom, struggle, national development, 
achievements of modern science and technology and their 
applicability in overcoming socio-economic constraints and 
achieving faster progress, without losing our cultural identity 
and spiritual strength, will be implemented. 

7.3 Special efforts will be made to foster and develop con¬ 
tacts between youth from different parts of (,he country, with 
a view to inspire them to combat regionalism, communalism, 
linguistic chauvinism and other divisive and fissiparous ten¬ 
dencies, through participation in the programme of ANTAR 
BHARATI. 


7.4 Meaningful programmes of mass education, form: 
and non-formal, will be undertaken, so that the benefits c 
education reach all young men and women, Including noi 
student rural youth, with particular emphasis on the d{ 
pdvantaeed sections of our society. 


11. The most important component of the youth pr 
gramme will be the removal of unemployment, both rur 
and urban, educated and non-educated. This shall inform ; 
programmes for youth undertaken by all departments ■ 
Governments, Central and State, as well as non-Gover 
mental Agencies, This will be ensured by all these Agench 
working in unison and mutual consultation and coordin 
tion. The DEPARTMENT OF YOUTH AFFAIRS in t! 
MINISTRY OF HUMAN RESOURCE DEVELOPM 
Government of India, will make all efforts to serve as 
clearing house of data, information and ideas germane 
process of coordination, while keeping intact the mdepende 
operational aspects of each of the Agencies.
